Indoor Antenna Hook Up 

Your TV is provided with a rod antenna: 

1. Extend the antenna and rotate it until you get the best TV pic- 
ture. 


VHF/UHF Outdoor Antenna Hook Up 
* Lower the rod antenna into place. 


1. If the outdoor antenna has a single flat twin-lead (300 ohm) 
wire, hook up the ends of this wire to the two screws on the 
adapter (supplied). Push the round plug end of this adapter into 
the TV EXTERNAL ANTENNA (EXT. ANT.) Jack. 

2. If the outdoor antenna has two twin-lead wires, or one twin-lead 
wire and/or one round (coaxial) cable, purchase an appropriate 
adapter from your dealer or parts ordering center listed below. 
Hook up the antenna wires and/or cable to the supplied adapter 
and plug into TV EXT. ANT. Jack.

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POWER SUPPLY 


1. Insert the barre! plug @ of the 
supplied AC Adapter (Part # 
4835 272 17005) electrical cord 
into the EXTERNAL POWER 
(EXT. POWER) Jack. 

2. Plug the other end of the AC Adapter into an electrical outlet. 
For safety purposes, this plug has one biade wider than the 
other. if you can not insert the plug fully into the outlet, try 
reversing the plug. 

Turn TV power on by pressing the Power Button. 


NOTE: Though it is marked as 13.5 V on the DC IN jack terminal, 
the supplied AC Adapter which is for 15V can be used without 
problems. 


How to Use the Supplied Car Power Cord 

Connect the barrel plug & end of the Car Power Cord (Part # 4835 
015 57024) to the EXT. POWER Jack. Plug the other end into 
the car cigarette lighter socket. See Figure 1. 


CAUTION! Do not let the metal tip of the power cord touch any 
metal part of the car while the cord is plugged into the cigarette 
lighter socket — it might blow a fuse or damage the cord.

HOW TO WORK YOUR TV 


HOW TO USE THE TV

. Slide the TV/Video Selector to TV position. 

2. Press Power Button. 

3. Press TV Band Select Button to select the desired channel band. 
VHF (channels 2 — 13), UHF (channels 14 — 83) 

4. Press the CHANNEL A V Buttons until the desired TV channel 
is reached. 

When you press the Channel A or YV Button, the CH Indica- 

tor Line will appear on the screen. The CH Indicator Line will 

move across the screen to indicate the selected TV channel. 

After the desired TV channel is reached, the CH Indicator Line 


will automatically disappear from the TV screen. 
VHF (2 - 13 ch) UHF (14 ~ 83 ch)

* Holding the Channel A or ¥ Button down, will automatically 
scan through all of the available channels (in the selected 
band). 

* The CH Indicator Line will be set at the left side of the screen 
each time the TV is turned on. Just press the CH A button 
to select desired channel. 

* The CH Indicator Line may not stop at a channel when the 
signal is weak. In this case, adjust the Indoor Rod Antenna 
and try to select the channel again by pressing the Channel 
A V Buttons. 

5. Press the Volume Buttons to set the desired sound level. 
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6. To check which channel is selected, press the DISPLAY Button. 
The channel is indicated by CH Indicator line which appears on 
the screen above the CH scales. When the DISPLAY Button is 
released, the CH Indicator line will disappear. 


HOW TO ADJUST FOR THE BEST COLOR PICTURE 
Occasionally, you may want to adjust the color to your satisfaction 
by using the following controls: 

Contrast: Rotate to adjust the contrast, brightness and color level. 


Bright : Rotate to increase or decrease color intensity and 
brightness. 
Tint : Rotate to the left or to the right to get the natural skin 
tones, or to adjust color tones to your preference. 
Color : Rotate to adjust the amount of color to your satisfaction.

EARPHONE JACK

STAND 
This TV contains a stand in the bottom of 
the set to tilt the screen upward. Use 


this accordingly, to set the TV into the 
desired position. 
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VIDEO AND AUDIO INPUT JACKS 


Video Operation 

You can use your TV to play programs directly from a VCR or video 

camera. Video and Audio Input Jacks are provided for direct hook 

up to your video equipment: 

1. Hook up appropriate Audio and Video cables from a VCR or 
video camera to the Audio and Video Input Jacks on the TV. 

2. Set the TV/Video Selector Switch on the TV to Video position. 
You can then view what is being played on the VCR or video 
camera.*

the Video position, you will be unable to watch normal TV broad- 
casts. 


After enjoying the VCR or video camera playback, remember to set 
the TV/Video Selector Switch back to the TV position in order to 
resume normal TV viewing.

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Video Monitor Operation 

If this TV Set is connected to either a VCR with a tuner or a video 
camera, you can use the TV as a recording monitor. 

1. Connect the Video and Audio Output jacks on the VCR to the 
Video and Audio Input jacks on the TV. 

Set TV/Video Selector Switch on the TV to the Video position. 
Press the Power switch to turn the TV on. 

Start recording with the VCR or video camera.

To Watch Other TV Programs While Recording 
Set the TV/Video Selector to the TV position, and follow instruc- 
tions shown in How To Work Your TV.

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MAINTENANCE 


Keep your TV away from extreme heat or cold — this may damage 
or shorten component life. 

Clean the cabinet with a soft damp cloth. Do not use harsh clean- 
ers, abrasives or strong detergents.

Be sure to make these simple checks 
before calling for service. These tips can save you time and money. 


Problem Action 

No Power * Unplug set from wall outlet and wait 60 sec- 
onds. Then replug set into outlet and switch 
TV ON again. 


* Try another outlet. 
* Be sure AC Adapter Plug is firmly connected 
to EXT. POWER Jack on TV. 


No Picture * Check that antenna lead terminal connection 
is properly connected at the TV. 
* Check connections on the antenna. 
* Check the TV/Video selector switch (set to 


TV position). 
No Sound * Check the Volume control. 
No Color * Check COLOR setting. 


* Is. station transmitting color? 
Try another channel. 


Wrong Color * Adjust COLOR and TINT controls. 
See HOW TO ADJUST FOR THE BEST 
COLOR PICTURE section. 


Picture too light * Adjust the BRIGHT and CONTRAST controls. 


or too dark 
Picture inter- * Check antenna for shorted or broken lead-in 
ference wires. 


* Reposition antenna. 

* Possible station trouble or local interference 
(electric motors, etc.). Try another channel 
or adjust the antenna to minimize. 

* Press CH A or V buttons to retune channel 
selection.

+ 90 Day Carry-In Service Labor Warranty 
* One (1) Year Exchange On Warranty Parts 
* Two (2) Year Exchange Warranty on Color Picture Tube 
* For purchases in Canada, refer to Canadian Warranty. 
This warranty gives you specific legal rights and you may have other rights which vary from state to state. 


Parts and Labor During First 90 Days 


For Ninety (90) Days from the date of purchase, an Authorized Service 
Center will repair any product defect and replace any defective part, 
including the picture tube without charge to you for parts or labor. 


Replacement Parts After 90 Days 


If within one ( I ) year - two years for a picture tube- after the date of 
purchase, a part is found defective and needs to be replaced, an 
Authorized Service Center will supply to you a new or, at our option, 
rebuilt pan without charge to you for the replacement part . After 90 days 
from the date of purchase, you must pay for all labor, transportation and 
service charges. Replacement parts and picture tubes installed during the 
TV warranty period are warranted only for the balance of the original TV 
warranty period. 

Who Is Protected?...Where? 

This warranty is extended to the original retail purchaser for products 
purchased and used in the U.S.A., Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands . If 


you move. within these areas, an Authorized Service Center in your area 
will honor this warranty for the remainder of the original warranty period. 


YOU MUST PRESENT PROOF OF THE DATE ON WHICH THE 
TV WAS FIRST PURCHASED (SALES RECEIPT OR OTHER 
EVIDENCE) WHEN REQUESTING SERVICE OR 
REPLACEMENT PART WARRANTY PERFORMANCE. 


What the Purchaser Must Do 


Before you call for service, check your operating instruction booklet. A

If you require service during the warranty period, you must take your TV 
ta an Authorized Service Center and pick it up after completion of 
service. The Service Center must be allowed to keep defective parts, 
Alter the first 90 days of Ihe warranty period, the cost of service labor is 
your responsibility, 

Warranty service will be performed by an Authorized Service Center, We 
suggest that you contact your dealer. if your dealer does not operate an 


Authorized Service Center. he will direct you to the Authorized Service 
Center engaged by him to service the product he sells.
